DUBLIN, Deo. 10.—The newspaper United 
Ireland has got in trouble through its per- 
sistent advocacy of the retirement of Mr. Par- 
nell. Mr. Parnell is ome of the directors of the 
company owning tde paper and acting In that 
capag¢gity ke to-day seized the plant of the 
paper, stopped the issue of the 
current edition, and ejected the act- 
ing editor, Mr. Bodkin. sarrister 
Kelly, Mr. Henry Campbell, Mr. Parnell’s 
private secretary, and Mr. Mahony, M. P., 
were present when the seizure was made. 
Mr. Parnell’s agent bas taken possession of 
the offices of the paper. When Mr. Bodkin 
entered the office to-day he found Mr. Parnell 
in possession. Mr, Parnell, im the presence 
ef the otber directors, read the articles of 


organized and then ordered the Sheriff to 
eject Mr: Bodkin. The latter madean inef- 
fectual resistance. A desperate row occurred 
in the down-stairs office between Sheriff's 
officers and the sub-editors. Sticks, and 
stools were used as weapons, and the alr 
was filled with flying missiles. Finally after 
a sharp and flerce struggle the sub-editors 
were put out of the buiiding. 
EXCITEMENT IN DUBLIN. 

The news of the seizure of the paper created 
great excitementin Dubiin and a mob sur- 
rounded the office. Mr. Parnell later ad- 
dressed the stat, the members of which 
promised to serve him during the remainder 
of the crisis. Mr. Parnell placed Mr. Leamys 
in charge ot the paper It has deen ascer- 
cortalned that ane of the editors gota hint of 
Mr. Parnell’s intention to seize tne paper and 
made arrangements to have to-day’sa edi- 
tiom printea al n earilér hour than 
usual. The edition was on the point of being 
iseued when Mr. Farnell appeared. He or- 
dered that the entire edition which contained 
bitter attacks upon himself be destroyed. In 
the struggle that took place in the office one 
of Mr. Bodkin’s supporters was hit on the 
head with an office stool, receiving a scalp 
wound. Three of the chief's men received 
slight contusions. 

KILKENNY FOR PARNELL. 

Mr. Parnell to-day received a telegram stat- 

ing that the workmen of Klikenny would sup- 


port him. 
A PARNELLITE ORGAN.

Parnell at Kingstewn. 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—Mr. Parnell arrived at 
Kingstown at an early hour this morning. A 
body guard of 200 of his supporters—the Par- 
nell Leadersbip Committee and other deputa- 
tions, whe bad traveled from Berlin on a 
special train—were on the pier to receive him. 
The deputatiens were headed by 
a band. Dr. Fitzgerald, M. .. 
Mr. Leamy, M. P., Mr. Henry Harring- 
tom and Mr. Edward Harrington, M. P., were 
tbe first members of Mr. Parneli’s party to 
leave the steamer. They were loudly cheered 
as they came dovn the gang plank. Mr. 
Timetay Healy, M. P., My. Maurice Healy, M. 
P., and Mr. Kenny, M. P., opponents of Mr. 
Parnell, traveled in the same boat with the 
Parnellites from Holyhead. As they came 
ashore they were subjected to hostile demon- 
strations by the crowd om the pier, walle there 
were shouts for Mr. Parnell, mingled with 
derisive cheers for Mrs. O’Shea. Mr. Parnell, 
accompauied by Mr. Campbell, his private 
secretary, was the last passenger to quit the 
boat. As he proceeded to the waiting train 
the crowa became enthusiastic in their 
demonstretions and be was cheered again and 
again. A number of addresses were presented 
to him, in reply to which he expressed his 
thanks for the welcome that had beer ex. 
tended to him. He said he did not fear the 
result of the fight he bad umdertaken. He 
had newer led the Irish party wrong’ 
in the past and would not do so in the future. 
The train then banled out frem the station, 
and after a short run arrived in Dublin, 
where a large crowd bad assembled in and 
about the station to welcome Mr. Parsell. As 
soon as the traim came to a stand still, Mr. 
Timothy Healy burriediy descended from the 
ceach in whica he nad traveled, entered a cab 
and dreveaway. He was recognized by the 
crowd, howevor, before he reached the cab 
and was greeted with groams and shouts of 
‘*Chief Justice Healy. The erowd was so 
dense that Mr. Farnell with dimeulty made 
his way through it. Finally he reached a 
eab, which he entered with Mr. Matthew 
Joseph Kenay, M. PF. The crowd surrounded 
the cab, umharnessed the horse and then Mr. 
Parnell’s enthusiastic admirers drew the ve- 
hiele about threugh the dark streets 
until they reached Mr. Ken- 
ney’s house, No. 15, Rutland Square, 
East. As the cab was rolled along the streets 
the crowd followed, singing God Save Ire- 
land. The pace was quick and gave active 
exercise to a dozen stalwart policemen who 
followed the cab. Upon his arrival at Mr. 
Kenny’s house Mr. Parnell made a brief 
speech te the crowd that bad accompanied 
him there. Latter ia the day he will attend a 
meeting of the committee of the National 
League.

The praceed- 
ings in Parliament Mondsy, when Timothy 
Healy endeavored to seize Parnell’s . seat, 
were viewed with disgust by most ef beth of 
the English parties, and Healy is the object of 
much adverse criticism om account of his 
aggressive manner and insulting tone toward 
his former leader. It ie stated on semli-offi- 
cial authority that the Government does 
not contemplate ceming to an understanding 
with Mr. Parnell. After the passage of the 
land purchase, tithes and other bills, Parlia- 
ment will probably dissolve to go te the 
country again on the issue of maintaining the 
integrity of the Empire. 

: PARNELL DECLINES. 

Mr. Parnell declined an offer of the North- 
western Railway Co. of a reserved saloon for 
his trip to Ireland. He ald he preferred to 
travel in the ordinary first-olags coach. The 
hearty applause given Parneli by the crowd 
in the station as he was leaving Louden was a 
surprise to the Healy men prese and did 
not tend to increase their spirits, 

‘‘COOKED’’ BY SECEDERS. 

There is a disagreement in the press ac- 
counts ot what took place at the time the 
split in the Nationalist ranks occurred Satur-. 
day. The Central News Agency, which stated 
that there was a good deal of disorder, is be- 
ing boyeotted by the Healy faction, but ad- 
heres to its original report of the affair, and 
claims that the other reports, representing 
everything as fraternal, were ‘‘cooked’’ in 
the interest of the seceders. 

DR. HALL’S OPINION. 

Rev. Newman Hall writes that, while yield- 
ing to none in personal admiration of Mr. 
Parnell, he disagrees with him is his policy, 
From the first, Dr. Hall says, he has foreseen 
a rupture, although he did not expect it to 
come so soon. He would henor Mr. Gladstone 
more than ever forhis sacrifice of party for 
principle. 


Recanted on Parrell. 


EDINBURGH, Dec. 10.—The freedom of the 
city of Edinburgh, which was recently pre- 
sented to Mr. Farnell, has been withdrawn. 
To-aay, ata meeting of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, Mr. Parneil’s name was erased from the 
roll eft burgesses. 


Not for Parsell. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 10. —A section of the 
Irish Parliamentary party led by Justin Mo- 
Carthy will be the recipient of the funds 
raised in thiscity at the rece eetings held 


in the Academy of Music by e Irish envoys 
it Postmaster John Fieid, fhe Treasurer of 
the funds, has his way. Asis well knows 
the meetings in this city were very successful. 
After all expenses had been‘ paid about $12,800 
was found to be on hand, and this 
sum will be increasea to about $14,000 
when all sources have been exhauated. Mr. 
Field deposited the $12,800 with Drexel & Oo., 
but be bas not sent any of it to Ireland, for 
the reason that he desired it all to go ln a 
lumpsum. Mr. Field, when asked yesterda 
where he would send the money, replied: ‘‘if 
I dave anything to do with it, Philadelphia 
money shall go to that section of the Irish 
arty led by Mr. MéCarthy. Iam against Mr. 
aruell, and Ishall use my voice and rote 
against letting him have $1 of the money. 


The Italiaa Parliament. 


RoME, Dec. 10.—The Italian Parliament was 
opened to-day. In his speech openiag the 
session Kſug Humbert ssid that the 
recent elections fer membership of the 
Chamber of Deputies had rendered the 
State more solid than ever. Italy, 
he declared, was faithful to her fereign aili- 
ances, and the cordial friendships that ex- 
isted between the Powers had dissipated the 
danger of international complications. The 
most reassuriag’ anticipations everywhere 
prevail. He amnounced that bills to improve 
the cendition of workingmon would be 
introduced. In conclusion, His Majesty said: 
„Following my father’s example, I have 
always respected the rights of my ancestors’ 
1eligion, but I will never suffer my sovereign 
authority to be derogated in that religious 
name. 

Thie utterance was greeted with enthusias- 
tio applause. 


Will Resist the Portuguese. 


Loxpox, Dec. 10.—Advices from[Cape Town 
state that the excitement over the situation 
im Manicaland is increasing. The Premier of 
the colony, Mr. Rhodes, is also chief owner 
in the British South American Co. and a man 
of great wealth and ambition. He has ex- 
pressed himself as determined to hold the 
positions acquired by the company in Mani- 
caland and not to yield to the Portuguese, 
whe are sald to meditate an attack on the 
forces of the company. Hundreds of volun- 
teers are offering themselves for service 
against the Portuguese, who will meet a 
strong resistance should they attempt to 
drive the English from Mutaca’s country, 
Tue natives favor the British in preference to 
the Portuguese. 


The (Cars Fears. 


LONDON, Deo. 10.—Tbe Holy Synod of the 
Greek Church has ordered prayers to be of- 
fered up in all the churches throughout 
Russia ln thanksgiving for the Czar’s escape 
from the plot recently discovered against his 
ute. The suddenness with which the Czar 
removed his court from Gatschina to his Win- 
ter Palace at St. Petersburg has given rise to 
various rumors to the general effect that the 
Czar had reason to fear another attempt on 
his life, and theught the Wister Palace the 


safest place. 
A Reyal Matrimesial Alliance, 


Paris, Dec. 10.—The Figaro says that 
Princess Marie, the second ehiid and eidest 
daughter of the Duke ef Edinburgh, has been 
betrothed te Prince Ferdinand, ston of Prince 
Leopold of Hohenzollern, Sigmaren and beir 
to the Roumanian throne. The Princess 
Marie was born Oct. 2, 1875, and the Prince

The Terrible Crime Charged 
Against the Unfavored Suitor , 
of a Young Girl. 


Her Father Alleged to Have Been 
Killed by Her Lover.

NEw YORK, Dec. 10.—Jacob Norgage, aged 
54, of Jersey City died at 1 o’clock yesterday | 
morning in the City Hospital. It was sup- 
posed at first that his death resulted from in- 


juries received accidentally, but at a late 
hour last night Frank Schwartz, aged 80, of 
No. 336 Steuben street and Alexander Victor, 
aged 25, of 145 Steubem street were arrested 


accessory to the crime. 

a Sohwartz and Victor were 
employed in the Central Railroad 
— at Communipaw. On Monday afternoon 
chwartz was throwing heavy sticks of timber 
from a flat car. One of the sticks struck Nor- 
age on the head as he was passing and 
ractured his skull. He was removed to the 
City Hospital, and he died without re alning 
consciousness. It was not until Mrs. Norgage 
and her son-in-law, Joseph White, wade 
some disclosures te Chief Murphy that any 
foul play was suspected. Norgage had four 
daughters, three of whom are married. The 
fourth, Pauline, is 14 years of age and is noted 
inthe neighborhood for her beauty and at- 
tractiveness. Victor fell in love with her about 
a year Aa halt ago and began paying her 
marked Attention. They agreed to get married, 
but when the subject was broached tothe 
girl’s father be positively refused to consent 
on the ground tbat his daughter was too 
young. Victor persisted, but the father re- 
mained obdurate, and finally be ordered the 
suitor out of the house. Victor took his inti- 
mate friend Schwartz into his confidence, and 
it is alleged that in the presence of witnesses 
Schwartz declared that he would kili Norgage. 
Victor, it is said, agreed to the plan of remov- 
ing the obstacle to his bappiness, but no 
favorable opportunity presented itself, for in 
time Victor’s ardor cooled and he married 
another woman. It is asserted that several 
witnesses can be produced who heard Schwartz 
and Victor repeat their threats to kill N orgage. 
In view of these threats it is believea by Nur- 
gage's relatives that Schwartz threw the log 
on him intentionally as he was passing the 
car. Sohwartz says it was au accident. Vic- 
tor was in another part of the yard at the 
time and is, therefore, secused of being an 
accessory before the fact. County Physician 
Converse will order an inguest. Early yes- 
terday morning Mrs. Norgage, accompanied 
by her four children, went to the hospital to 
see her husbaud. Warden Osborne met her 
at the door and broke the news of his death to 
her as gentiy as possible. The woman and 
her children fell on their knees in the snow 
and fillie@d the air with their lamenta- 
tions. It was some time before the 
mn could induce them to go 

into the building. Joseph White, the dead 
man’s son-ih-law, says he heard Schwartz re- 
port his failure to wis over Norgage to accept 
Victor for a son-in-law and that Schwartz 
added: Never mind, we'll fix this 
thing up yet,even if we have to klil the old 

—. White further sgys that Victor shook 
Sehwartz’ hand warmly when the threat was 
made. wie itis said, became alarmed at 
the repeated threats made against him, and 
on Suaday last said to his son-in-law White: 
must not neglect my church, as I fear 1 
have not long to live. do not feel sate a 
moment with thosetwo mea. Iam afraid for 
my lite. 

A halt dozen or more witnesses tell of 
Schwartz’ threats, and the dead man’s rela- 
tives point to them to bear out their assump- 
tion that Norgage’s killing was premeditated.

New YORK, Dec. 10.—The old State arsenal 
and armory that has stood for well nigh haif 
acentury on the corner of White and Eim 
streets was reduced by fire last nightto a 


mere skeleton. Only the four walls remain 
standing. Tue old State arsenal was erected 
and owned by the State of New York and ail 
the arms und amunitien supposed te bave 
been needed for the protection of the metrop- 
lie in other days were stored within its walls. 
From ite portale the militia companies were, 
on many occasions, turned out to quench a 
riot. One of these was the famous battle 
betweea the Dead Rabbits!“ of Mulberry 
stande, and the ‘‘band of Bowery boys,“ 
ust before the war. The ‘‘Dead Kabbits’’ 
ad an old Mexican war cannon and loaded it 
up to the muzzle with nails and bullets and 
waited the attack of the ‘‘Bowery Boys.’’ 
The Seventh Regiment was shut up in the old 
arsenal over night im anticipation of a riot, 
and its appearance alone quelled the rising. 
In 1857, the period of Fernando Weods’ reign, 
and the police riots, too, the soldiers 
were quartered iu the arsenal and 
receivea their arms and ammunition from 
there. Again on July 21, 1871, when Jim 
Fisk’s Ninth Regiment was attacked on 
Kighth avenue the dayof the last Orange 
riot in this city, the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
rested on their arme in the Arsenal waiting to 
be called out to protect life and property. 
When the State built ite new arsenal on 
Thirty-elghth street this arsenal was turmed 
over to the city. It was leased out subse- 
quently dy the sinking fund commissioners 
and has drawn fair revenues for the munici- 
ality. j}Whethber the city will rebulid the 
ntérior or tear down the wall is a matfer of 
cenjecture. 


A Terrible Experience.

The Cotten Crop. 


WaSHINGTORN, D. C., Dec. 10.—The Decem- 
ber returras tothe Department of Agriculture 
on the value of cotton of the plantations are 
nearly the same as last year, the average be- 
lag quite as high as the average farm value of 
the previous crop, or 8.6cents. As the aver- 
age port price slightly exceeds 10 cents, 
this makes the cost of shipment by wagon 
and railway or steamer, drayage, commis- 
siuns, compressing and other expenses nearly 
ive cents per pouad.

JEFFERSON BARRACKS GETS $50,000. 


An Appropriation Hardly Sufficient te 


Make Necessary Repairs. 


Through’the efforts of Mr. Kinsey the House 
Committeé on Military Affairs at Washington 
was induced to agree to report in 
the army appropriation dull of 725, - 
000, $50 ,000 for the immediate 


improvement of Jefierson Barracks. There 
isa billinthe House for an appropriation of 
$200,000 which may come up soon. An at- 
tempt was made to have the committee fix the 
first appropriation at $100,000, but the mem- 
bers thought the amount too large to begin 
the work with. At tné army headquarters 
here it was stated this morning that $50,000 
would barely be enough to repair the Bar- 
racks property, not mentioning the new 
buildings and additions needed. The Bar - 
racks js an old post and very little money bas 
been spent on it in repairs or improvements 
for years. Some ef the buildings are 
actually rotting away, and if not re- 
paired in a short time they will® be 
untenable and tumble down. It will take 
fully $60,000 to put the place in repair and 
make it look respectable, but the prospect of 
buliding new quarters and necessarv struct- 
ures fades away before so small an allowance, 
One ofthe officers said to-day he had bopesthkat 
a further appropriation would be made after 
the first sum was expended in repairs and 
that new buildings would be erected eventu- 
ally. Appropriation bilis for the improve- 
ment of army posts are not considered of any 
great importance by Congress and the bili 
asking for $200,000 for the Barracks has been 
pushed aside. There is a possibility 
of it being passed under a sus- 
pension of the rules in the House 
but the Senate is so siow it would hardly pass 
lu that body this session. It may be inserted 
in the army appropriation bill which hes the 
right of way in both houses and it will not de 
subject toa point of order, At any rate the 
importance efthe Barracks has been so im- 
pressed upon the Secretary of War that he 
will hereafter place it in his annual estimates, 
and secure at least $50,000 each year ust the 
3 of making the Barracks presentabie is 
nished.

Judge Withrow’s Decision in the Gray 
Case—Other Matters. 


Judge Withrow did not delay the announce- - 
ment of bis decision in the sult of Emma C. 
Gray vs. R. Fletcher Gray, for divorce, when 
the case was closed yesterday. Division No. 
J of the Circuit Court was crowded with per- 
sons anxious to hear the sum- 
ming up of counsel, for the peculiar 
issues of the case afforded such opportunities | 
that curious persons knew the attorneys 
would take advantage of. The result justified 
expectation. Both efforts were full of enter- 
tainment. When Mrs. Gray’s attorney mopped 
his drow and sat down Judge Withrow said 
simply: ‘‘Decree of divorce for the plaintiff, 
with custody of the minor children, and $10 
per month alimony.’’ 

The essential evidence had been on the part 
of the plaintiff, that Mr. Gray advocated in 
his home by frequent lectures and readings 
from his oon and others’ writings what is 
popularly known as free love—that is he ad- 
vocated the maintenance of the marriage 
relation between a man and a woman only 
80 long as there was affinity and 
love between them, and after love 
was gone that they had the moral 
and reasonable right to separate and seek 
other companions without regard tothe law 
of the State; thata man might love as many 
women as pleased him, andthe woman was 
equally privileged; that he struck his wife 
upon one occasion; that upon other occasions 
he cursed her and thrust his fist in her face. 


He denied having preached the theory of 
the marriage relation attributed to him, de- 
nied that the matter was discussed frequently 
in his house and explained that while he did 
not hold the views attributed to him, he be- 
lieved that a true marriage could be contract- 
ed outside the State law and ustrue mar- 
rjages contracted within it, instamcing 
George Eliot’s union with Lewes. 
denial was opposed by the evidence of his 
two duughters ana his wife. He admitted 
having slapped bis wife’s face. 

The slap or blow Was one indignity and the 
sustained allegation of immoral teaching in 
his family was another. The allegation of 
failure of support failed, as it was shown he 
worked continuously and gave his family all 
heearned. The attempt to create an indig- 
nity ot his change from a believer in the Bap- 
tist creed of Christianity to unbelief in Chris- 
tianity and scoffilng was not allowed by the 
court to succeed.

‘ANXIOUS BROKERS. 


A Trying Situation on the New 
York Stock Market. 


Numerous Failures Reported 
Throughout the Country. 


Large Sums ef Meney Leoked for From Eu. 
gined and the Ceatinent cial 
Meuses Severely Embarrassed by the 
Shertage in Meney—Large ‘Ameunts eof 
Steck Held ia Meserve—The Pesition of 
the New York Banks and Dangers Isel 
dent te a Chase ef Policy—The Steck 
Market Awaiting Developments.

NEW YORK, Dee. 10. 


HILE the news of the 
course pursued by 
English bankers in 
sending gold to this 
country, and espe- 
clally the willimgness 
ef the Bank of En- 
giand to allow the 
shipment of £1,000,000 
sterling, relieved the 
Pressure on Wall 
street, and allowed 
stocks to be forced up 
at the close of trading, 
the situation is still 
one that is causing 
the gravest anxiety, 
The effect of the tight 
money market is just 

begianing to be felt in commercial cirties, as 

is evident by the formidabie list of failures 

that have been reported. 

TROUBLE IX COMMEROIAL CIRCLES. 

A significant feature of the failures that 
have ocourred is that in scarcely any cases are 
they ascribed to low prices er the duliness of 
business, the onuse being solely and entirely 
the Inability ef merchants and manufactur- 
ere to secure the leans that they have been 
accustomed to rely upon. The adoption of 
the clearimg-house certificate system has 
£0 far prevented any great fall- 
ures in this city, 
an admitted fact that under thé same con- 
ditions that prevail im other trade centers 
scores of New York merchants would be 
obliged to go under. The situation of many 
even ofthe strongest mercantile firms is un- 
fortunate, as owing to purchases made te 
avoid the increased duties imposed dy the 
McKialey bill, which were largely paid for by 
netes at three and four months, unusually 
large sums are coming due and the sources 
from which it was expected to obtain 
the cash to meet the notes have 
been cut off. Wall strect is 
anxious lest the present system of making 
money as cheapand plentiſul on the stock 
market as possible, no matter at what ex 
pense to other branches of industry, will 
have to be abandoned by the banks. It is alse 
known that there is an ſmmense amount of 
stock im the hands of men who are also inter- 
ested in commercial pursuits. 

DANGER OF A FLOODED MARKBT. 

This atock they are umwilling to dispose of 
at present prices, but ifthe present pressure 
for money to moet mercantile obligations 
continues, it is certain that this stock 
will be thrown on trae market, to sell for what 


it will bring, and thereis great danger that 
the bulle will not de able tostand up under 
the food. The most encouraging feature of 
the market is the determination expressed 
not onlyby English but also Dycontinental 
bankers to stand by New York and pre- 
vont, it possibile, any disastrous break. 
COAL MINES CLOSED. 

Owing to continued quietness im the coal 
trade and large stocks on havd, with no im- 
mediate prospect of being able to market 
them, the coal department of the Delaware, 
Lacka wanne & estern Railroad yesterday 
ordered an indefinite closing dewn of ali the 
mines in this vieln ly. The order took effeot 
this morning. This will throw thousands of 
men out of employment at a time of the year 
when wages are much meeded, and will cause 
much suffering unless a decided change in 
matters sheuld b om the coul trade.

NAMED FOR NEGROES. © 


AND TEE GREAT ANTI-SLAVERY LEADERS 
LEFT UNREMEMBERED. 


A Christening ef St. Louis Celered Schools 
Against Which the Celered People Pre. 
test Vigerously—They Say That Race 
Ingratitude Will Be Charged—A Remark. 
able Effert. 


At yesterday afternoon’s meeting of tke 
Scheo! Board the names by which the colored 
schoels of St. Louis will hereafter be known 
were definitely adopted. They are as follows: 
No. 1 school, Dumas, after Alex- 
ander Dumas; No. 2, Dessalines, after 
Gen. Dessalines; Ne. 4. LL’ Ouverture, 
after Toussant L’Overture; No. 5, Bannecker, 
after Bonjamin Bansecker; No.6, Delaney, 
after Maj. Martin R. Delaney; No. 7, Wheatley, 
after Phyllis Wheatiey; No. 8, Simons, after 
Wm. J. Simons; No. 9, Garnett, after Henry 
Highland Garrett; No. 10, Vashon, after 
George B. Vashon; No. II, Aldridge, after Ira 
Aldridge; No. II, Attucks, after Crisnys 
Attucks. All the bearers of the 
above names having been negroes or having 
negro bloed in their veins and mone being 
now living, 

As an instance of a magnificent opportunity 
lost the selection of the above list by the 
School Board is remarkably forcible. With 
the opportunity of beswowiug upon eleven 
megro schools the names of men whose labors 
in behalf of the megro race were such 
as to make those names net enly 
world-famous, but actual household words in 
many a colored home, the eolered schools of 
St. Louis have instead been christened after 
men who, with one or two exceptions, are ob- 
scure and unknown alike to the white and 
colored race. The schoolsso named will have 
to lift the original owners ef the mames into 
the light of public kKaowledge. The 
first and proper alm had been 
to give the schools names that were 
already immortal im the strange story of the 


African race, and to so point out to the negro 
children attending these schools the great 
leaders of the movement in this ceuntry, 
which reeulted in the freeing ef their grand- 
fathers from the chains of slavery. 

THE GREAT IGNORED. 

The opportunity has been thrown away. 80 
tar as the St. Louls colored schools are con 
cerned, they represent only a peculiarly 
startling neglect of the memories of 
men and women who stand in bistory as the 
saviors of the colored race Abraham Lin- 
coln, Wm. Lloyd Garrison, Ulysses 8. Graat, 
Ellas P. Lovejox, Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
John Greenleal ‘bittier, Wendall Pbillips, 
Wim. H. Seward, Horace Greeley ,P. H. Shert- 
dan, John C. Fremont, are some of the 
names of those inseparably eonnected with 
the history of the negro race, and 
which would have graced with 
peculiar appropriateness educational instita- 
tlons where negro children were to be trained 
up to that lieber plane made possible to them 
by the life work of the famous characters 
named. And the original suggestions of most 
of the names given above by the School Board 
Committee appointed forthe purpose of the 
selection was received by the ne- 
groes of St. Louis with the 
warmest enthusiasm, an enthusiasm 
painfully tacking over the list as it now 
stands. The reason tor the change rests upon 
a petty school equabble over the first report 
of the com mittee. 

NaMES ORIGINALLY SELECTED. 

Had that report been adopted the colored 
achools of St. Louls would be christened as 
follows: No. 1, Grant; No. 2, Garrison; Ne. 4, 
Fremont; No. 5, Wendell Phillips; No. 6, 
Sheridan; No.7,Whittier, No.8, Lovejoy; No.9, 
Garnett; No. 10, Crandall; No. II, Greeley; 
No. 12, Seward. The appropriate tribute paid 
by this selection of names would bave been 
recognized and appreciated by negroes 
througbout the United States, and would have 
reflected credit upon the sense of gratitude 
evinced by the race in St. Louis towards its 
greatest bencfactors. But at the suggestion of 
two members of the committee, two of the 
colered schools were given proposed names 
that were not satisfactory te the colored pee- 
ple. It was suggested by Jack F. Richardson 
that No. 6 School in Caresdelet be called the 
Hancock School after Gen. Winfield Scott 
Hancock, and by Richard Barthold that No. 11 
be called after Col. Frederich Hecker, the 
German patriot. A vigorous protest -was 
made by colored men of the city against 
Hancock’s name. owing to the fact 
that while in command ef the Department of 
Louisiana, just afterthe war, Hancock had 
issued a military order for bidding negroes 
from riding on railroad trains or street cars 
with white people. A protest was also en 
tered against the use of Hecker’s name on 
the ground that he was mot specially con- 
nected with ‘the negro race dy any 
act of his distinguished career 
in this country. The entire committee 
appolsted for the selection ef names for the 
colored schools of 886. Louls was composed of 
Directors McEntire, Richardson and Bartaold. 
They made their recommendation of the list 
of names as abeve, and inthe trouble caused 
by the protest against two of the sames D- 
rector Macklin moved that the schools be 
named only after personages whe were de- 
ceased and who had been of negro blood. 

This motion was carried. 

A COLORED TEACHER’S PROTEST. 

No stromger protest could have been made 
against such a plan than that centained in a 
letter written by H. G. Parker, the colored 
principal of No. 1School, to Director McEn- 
tire upon being notified of the change. The 


letter is as follows: 
„ Louis, Nov. 25, 1890. 


Walter F. McEntire, Eg. 

My Dear S1R—Your commus cation request- 
ing me toselect for No. I sekool the name 
of some colored man (deceased), came duly 
to hand. 1 had intended to write you at 
length and endeayor to pursuade you to 
breaden the field of selection by ebliterating 
the color line. I regret to say that my 
convictions on the quest ion ef naming the 
colored schools are at variance with the idea 
to which eur limitations hold me. By these 
limitations, we are prevented from honoring 
the memory of Harriet Beecher Stowe, forshe 
is anglo-Sazos and yet lives; of Whittier, ofr 
Dougiass, of Tourgee and others whose de- 
voted lives are impressive lessons of 
liberty and love for humanity. 

A MISTAKE PREDICTED. 

We love and revere the memory of emi. 
nent men of the negro race, and we 
can almost hear the voices from 
the spirit land mingling with ours as 
we appeal to you to withdraw the limitations, 
and enable us te express the best sentiment of 
the colored people and their friendsin this 
country, by grasping thie great opportunity 
te make good our promise that we would 
teach our children to bless the memory of 
our greatest benefacter fer centuries to 
come. Let us make no mistake 
What is the lesson of the 
teach the childrem of the Republic the im- 
—— of true greatness as evinced in the 
feariess lives of those who were not false in 
their generation te the claims of the slave. 
The imputation already rests uporm us that we 
are slow to appreciate our real benefactors 
and friends, and should it 
history that the naming 
twelve public colored schools 
metropolitan city was left to the colored peo- 
ple, and they failed to honor the memory of 
Wendell Phillips, of Wm. Lioyd Garrison, of 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, of Waittier, of Thad- 
deus Stevens, of Giddings, of Hale, of Horace 
Man and of others no less potent ia their 
day, thisimputation would vertainly rest upon 
strenger grounds to the prejudice of the race 
for whose emancipation and citizenship these 
great souls pene Os See Gee till the grave closed ever 


them. Who can measure the vastness of their 
courage, their labors, their self-sacrifice? 
What lessons for the future pillars of church 
and State to contemplate! 

WANTBD WENDELL PHILLIPS HONORED. 

It the conditions of selecting a name are 
arbitary, ee waive them in tis instance, 
and permit me to suggest in this instance for 
the Ne. 1 School the name of Wendell Pull- 
lips, the seholar, the orator, the fearless anti- 
slavery advocate. Yes, and if it be the im- 
pressive lesson ofa life that we are to con- 
templete in the name, I would be rejoiced if 
your committee acce cepted my proposition to 
rechristen the No. School ‘Uncie Tom’ s 
Cabin.” Respectfully, H. G. PARKER.’ 

Despite the powertul plea, No. 1 Schoel now 
bears the name of Dumas, after Alexander 
Dumas, the French novelist. It has no sug- 
gestion, whatever, for the colored people ex- 
cept that Dumas had negro bieod in his veins 
and was ashamed of it. 

ANOTHER COLORED TEACHER PROTESTS. 

J. A. Kelly, the colored principal ef No. 5 
School wrote to Director McEntire that he 
was sorry the 88. Louis School Beard 
was less liberal than that of Kansas 
Olty, where names commemorating the serv- 
toes of benetactors of the negro race had been 
allowed. His pupils, Mr. Kelley said, were 
elated atthe prospect of the school ‘being 
named after Wendell Phillips and had intend- 
ed to purchase a picture of Phillips to bang in 
Room 7. He hardly knew what names to sug- 
gest under the new erder, but finally proposed 
that of Benjamin Banneker, a colored 
civil engineer aad scientist. Banneker was 
born in 1782 and died im 1804. He published aa 
almanac in Philadelphia from 1 to 1795. 

THE L’OUVERTURE STUMBLING-BLOCK. 

No. 4 School, now named after Toussaint 
L’Ouvertare, the Haytian General, was 
originally intended to have been called atter 
Joba Fremeant, and the change is 
not regarded ‘with special favor 
by the — people of the district. 
The name of L’Ouverture was proposed, 
bowever, by Principal O. M. Wood of that 
scheel, whosaid thatthe school would have 
been proud to bear the honored name of 
Frement, put would alsoexult ia that of 
L’Ouverture, the Black Napoleon. The 
choice will cause treuble to many little negro 
nrchin whose tongue struggles withthe Gal 
lic title, and No. 4 School is apt to be given 
some laughable names by ite patrons, who 
tall to get the proper Haytian twist oe the 
pronunciation. 

WANTED THE REGRO’S FRIENDS HONORED. 

Principal Edward 8. Williams of No. 12 
School wrote that the original list of names 
for the colored schoels could not have been 
improved upon, but accepting the board rul- 
ing suggested the name of Crispus Attacks, 
the negro who was killed in the Boston massa- 
cre of March 5, 1770, aa he urged his compan- 
ious to resistance against the British. 

. WHO THE SCHOOLS NOW HONOR. 8 

Many of the names now conferred upen the 
colored schools are almost unknown to the 
public, but the colored principals of those 
echools, nearly all of whom protested against 
the loss of opportunity to signify their grati- 
tude to the white benefactors of the negro 
race, suggested the names of negroes or those 
ef negro blood, as substitutes, and gave what 
facts they could about the public career of the 
names to be so honored. 

It ig stated that Wm. J. Simmons, after 
whem No. 8scheol has been named, was a 
prominent divine of Kentucky, a negro edu- 
cator, autber and lover ef his race. 

Ira ‘Aldridge, after whom No. 11 Schoo!) is 
now named, was, it is said, a negro tragedian 
of high rank, the son of an African prince, was 
born in Baltimore, Md., in 1804, and died in 
1867. By being a constant attendant at the 
theaters, he became acquainted with the elder 
Kean, whe took him to Europe as his valet. 
He then wententhe stage, taking such char- 
acters as Othello, Hamlet, Lear. Shylock, etc. 
He never acted in this country, dying in 1867, 
when just upon the eve of visiting America 
under contract with Manager Webb. 

No. 2 Schoo! is named after Gen. Dessaline, 
a Haytlas leader, after the order of L’Ouuer- 
ture, except that he became a tyrant,and was 
overthrown by his own race in an attempt to 
make Bimself Emperor. The choice is not a 
happy one. 

Henry Highland Garnett, for whom No. 9 
School is named, wasagreat negro orator of 
New York State, and was at one time United 
States Minister to Liberia. Hie name was 
contained in the list originally selected. 

No. 6 School new bears the title of tne De- 
laney School after Kal. Martin R. Delaney. 
the first negro officer commissioned in the 
Federal service. He wasa resident of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and died several years ago. 

Phyllis Wheatiey, whose name is immortal- 
ized by No. 7 School, is described in one 
graphic sentence by the principal of that 
school as ‘‘a little black nigger poetess.’’ 
Her writings are not widely knows, either in 
Lite or celored literary cCiroles, and prob- 
ably the majority of the children of No. 7 
School will ge to their graves wondering who 
Phyllis Wheatiey was, and why their school 
was named for her. 

No. 10 Schoo! is called after George B. 
Vashon, a negro born in Carlisle, Pa., in 1824. 
He became a lawyer in Pittsburg, 
Pa., afterwards practiced in New 
York City, and then accepted a 
pees as professer of languages at Central 

lollege, at McGrawviile, N. Y. He was for 
six years principal of the colered schools of 
Pitteburg, Pa., and afterward Priacipal of 
Avery College, Allegheny City, Pa. In 1867 
he went _to Washisgton, D. C. Just after 
going to New York, howeuer, he had accepted 
the position of professor of languages 
at the College Faustin. Port au “Prince, 
Haytl, where he remained until the revolutioa 
forced him to return to this country. In 
Washington he was made solicitor of the 
Freedman’s Bureau. Is 1867 he was wade pro- 
fessor of languages aud mathematics at 
yo University, Mississippi, where he died 
im 1872. ,

There seems to be little ground for the 
hope that PaRNELL will pave the way toa 
compromise ip his coming manifesto and 
addresses to the Irish people. No man in 
his senses can expect the Catholic priest- 
hood of Ireland to recede from the posi- 
tion they have deliberately and emphati- 
cally taken on the subject of his leader- 
ship, or that the Irish people will secede 
from the Catbolic Church to set up and 
sustain against its authority the authority 
of a Protestant king, crowned or un- 
crowned, 

The parish priest, in daily contact with 
the people, has been their recognized 
and real leader all the time in 
the home rule movement. Without 
the support of the priesthood, PARNELL 
could never have exercised the authority 
which has been conceded to him so long 
over the strong and united party of Irish 
Home Rulers. When that support was 
withdrawn and a majority of his col- 
leagues asked him to surrender the iead- 
ership for atime for the sake of party 
unity, he deliberately chose to put his 
prerogative as ‘‘uncrowned king” above 
party unity. His whole fight, therefore, 
is to divide his party on the question of 
his personal position in it, his authority to 
decide and direct its policy, and while his 
attitude is necessarily antagonistic to 
party unity the logical inference is that he 
intends to fight for PARNELL rather than 
for the party or its cause.

THE STATFMENTE INIT DENIED BY THOS 
. WHOM THEY Arzo. : 


Warrants worms Out Against wayne avd 
O'’Rielly This Meruizng by the Wemen 
From Whom They are Alleged to Have 
Obtained Money~They Have Net „- 
cured Bail. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorvey Dierkes is 
sued two warrants this morning, each jointly 
charging Fred H. Swaine and George J. 
O’Reilly with fraud. The prosecuting wit- 
nesses in the atio are two women, Pearl 
Dumont and Nolly Kaglisb. 

Swaine end O'Reilly were arrested yester- 
day afternqgon dy Detectives Lawler and 
Howard. A rumor nad reached the 
ears of these officers to the 
effect that two men had been 
making the rounds of the houses of iil-repute, 
eollecting various sums of money on the 
strength of representations to the effect that a 
**social evil act,’’ which would greatly im- 
prove tne conditions of the women 
of the town would be pushed 
through the State Legislature. 
The arrest of the men, developed that they 
were Swaine and O'Reilly, both well, it not 
favorably known for several years in local 
political circies on account of their prominent 
connection with the various laber move- 
ments. 

When searched at the Four Courts copies of 
the act were found on the person of both of 
the defendants, together with a subds¢ription 
list partially tiled out, and other docu- 
ments of a more or leas in- 
crimimating nature. A notorious guide 


book and a quantity ef the most disreputabie 
literature were taken from one of the men. 
Notwithstanding the bold front displayed 
the prisoners were piaced in the Four Courts 
holdover, in which damp, gloomy recess they 
spent the night, the offers of their friends to 
furnish proper bond being refused by the 


authorities. 
THE VICTIMS’ STORIES. 

This morning Mollle English and Pearl Da- 
mont, twoof the victims, were brought te 
the office of the Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, where they told their steries. Mollie En- 
giish said that on Dec. 2 Swaihe and O° Reilly 
had called ather house. They showed ber a 
copy of the act and said 
that they were sent to make 
up a fund by members of the Legisiature who 
were at the bottom of the movement. On the 
strep of this statement the woman affixed 
her signature tothe subscription paper, giv- 
ing the men $15 down and a promissory note 
for $86 due as soon as the act became law. 

Pearl Dumont’s story was to the effect that 
Swaine alone had oalied at her place, where 
he told ber he was member of the State 
Legisiaturé, and would personally push the 
act to a successful termination. ere, too, he 
claimed to have the support of various mem- 
bers of the Legisiature, and in this 
way obtained $30 in money and a 
premissory note for $70. On the strength of 
these statemonts Mr. Dierkes issued two war- 
rants, each of which jointiy charges Swaine 
and O’ Reilly with fraud. Bond will be fur- 
nisbed this afternoon. 

THEY ALL MAKE DENIALS. 

Among Swaine’s effects was a memorandum 
book containing a number of entries con- 
cerning the last sessions of the Legisiature 
and the recent campaign in which be took 
suc an active part as the leader 
ef one of the factions of the 
Union Labor party. One of these entries 
stated that during the last session of the Leg- 
islature $1,000 was raised by Messrs. Bevisand 
Davis to defeatthe milk inspection law, and 
that Messrs. Stone and Steber, who as attor- 
neys 2 the bill, offered Tom 
Martin $ to H' the author of the meas- 
uré who represented one of the Southeastern 
counties in the lower House. The memoran- 
— book went on to say thatthe fixing was

COL. HILL’S REMEDY. 


HOW THE Sr. LOUIS-NEW YORK MAIL SER" 
VICE CAN BE INPROVED. 


The Long Step at Indianapolis Should Be 
Reduced te lifteen Minutes, and Anether 
Section Put On for the Second St. Leute 
Train—The Ruasiog Time en the Van« 
dalla Road Recently Shortened. 


It was announced yesterday iu the Post- 
DISPATCH that a movement was on foot to 
secure better mail service between this city 
and New York, the morning arrival of the St. 
Louis mall in New York being too late to make 
clearing- house connections, thus occasioning 
a great deal of inconvenience and ansoyauee 
and not a little loss financially to the business 
men both of that oity and St. Louis. It was 
stated that the Mercantile Club had taken up 
the matter and appealed to Postmaster Har- 
low, and that the latter had replied that the 
railroad companies, and not the rPostai De- 
partment, were to blame forthe poor service 
complaived of, Mr. Harlow claiming that the 
mall train which left 8t. Louis at 7:30 
in the evening stopped an hour aad 
a half at Indianapolis and then 
made very poor time the rest of the way, tak- 
ing an hour and a halt longer to wake the run 
from Indianapolis to New York than Was re- 
quired dy thetrain leaving St. Louis in the 
morning, thus virtually losing three hours in 
the run from St. Loule to New York. Acting 
upon the information received from the Post- 
master the Mercantile Club drew up a petition 
tothe Vandalia and Pennsylvania Railroad 
companies te start their evening mall train 
from St. Louis not earlier than 8o’clock and 
te change the hour of its arrival in New York 
from 8 o’ clock to 6 or 6:80 a. m., and, as stated 
in yesterday’s paper, this petition is now be- 


ing signed by the leading business men of St. 
Louis aud will be presented to the railroad 
companies in a few days. 

MOVEMENT ANTICIPATED. 

The Vandalia railroad people seem to have 
anticipated this movement, asthey only re- 
centiy shortened the running time of their 
evening mail train from St. Louis to Indianap- 
olis, eo that it now arrives in the latter city at 
8:30 instead of 3:454. m., but on the other 
hand, the Pennsylvania people at the same 
time added thirty minutes tothe train’s run- 
ning time between Indianopolis and New 
York, and butfur a slight shortening of the 
long stop at Ind lanopolis the St. Louis mail 
would arrive at New York a quarter of an 
hour later than it used to a couple of weeks 
aye. 

COL. HILL EXPLAINS. 

**The fault doesn’t lic with us, said Col. 
J. Hill, Assistant Manager of the Vandalia 
road, when his attention was called to the 
matter this morning. We shortened our 
time to Indianapolis fifteen minutes only two 
weeks ugo, and our evening mall train leav- 
ing the Union Depot at 7:30 o'clock now 
reaches Indianapolis at 3:30 in the morning, 
while the second train, which leaves here at 
8 o’clock, does not get into Indianapolis until 
4:15, or three-quarters of an hour later. We 
are always willing todo what we can for the 
postal authorities here and the people ef St. 
Louis generally, but I don’t believe they 
want us to put their New York mail on 
tre train which reaches Indianapolis nearly 
an hour later than their mail now arrives 
there. I think we carry off about all the 
mall we'd get if we started half an hour 
earlier, or at 7 o’clock. We are doing our 
duty in the matter now, I think, and I believe 
the Mercantile Club people and Mr. Harlow 
willagree with me when they know ail the 
facts. The trouble lies east ot us. While our 
train arrives at Indianapolis at 3:80, it does 
not leave there until 4:45. True, that is half 
ah hour earlier than it used to leave, but as it 
gets into New York at the eld time nothing is 

alned by the half bour’s earlier start from 
ndianapolis. Now, itseems to me that a delay 
of fifteen minutes would be suMicient at In 
dianapolis, forthetrain which arrives here 
at 7:40 in the evening stops there only ten 
minutes. By waiting only fifteen minutes the 
east-bound train could leave Indianapolis at 
8:45, jost one hour earlierthan it does now, 
and with the same running time to New York 
would reach that city at7 o’clock next morn- 
ing, and that oughtto enable the st. Louis 
mail to make clearink-house connections that 
morning. 

COL. HILL’S REMEDY. 

„Of course, if the mali train 1 only 
fifteen minutes at Indianapolis, the Pennsy!- 
vania company would have to put on another 
train, as they could not leave the passengers 
of our second train there, but that is what 
oughtto be done. We take our passengers 
from St. Louis in two sections, and two trains, 
instead of one, should take them on from In- 
dianapeiis.’’ 

Col. Hill's remedy then is for the Pennsy)- 
vania Co. to add another train to its service 
end allow the St. Louis mail to gu on without 
delay in Indianapolis. If that were dune the 
running time from Indiargapelis to New York 
need not be increased, although it is way 
below thatefthe westbound trains. For in- 
stande, the time now required fur the St. 
Louis mail to go from Indianapolis to 
New York is twenty-six and one-quar- 
ter hours (from 4:45 a. m. central 
time to 8 a. m. New York time 
—next day) while the train which 
reaches 8. ouls every evening at 7:40 
o lock, leaves New York at 2p. m. and ar- 
rives at Indianapolis at 12:50 p. m., or in lese 
than twenty-four hours, the difference bDelog 
nearly two hours ana a half, making due 
allowance for difference in time between St. 
Louls and New York. The train ieaving here 
at 7:30 in the evening requires thirty-five 
and a half hours in which to reach New York, 
while the train leaving New Yor at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon reaches here 7:40 p. m. next 
day, or in thirty howgs,and forty minutes, 
being a difference of nearly tive hours.

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IT CANNOT BE DONE. 


A BRIDGE ACROSS CLARK AVENUE DE- 
CLARED IMPRACTICABLE. 


What President Burnet Has to Say About 
the Subject—City Counseler Bell’s Opin- 
jou—The Werthingten Cempany Gets the 
$300,000 Contract—A Hitch in the Work 
em the New City Mall. 


The city of St. Louis is now in a position on 
the Union Depot question where it is neces- 
sary to work with care and judgment, and 
briag out the best possible results from the 
change about to de made. 

The depet must be secured, of that there is 
no question whatever, and in the next place it 
must make arrangeomests whieh will work the 
smallest pessible damage and entail a mim! 
mum sacrifice of preperty and interest. 
There are individuals who will certainly 
suffer, and there are individual interests 
which will be hurt, so it becomes the 
duty of the city to let these 
people down is the easiest possible 
manner without sacrificing the depot. The 
whole situation centers on Clark avenue, and 
upon the disposition ef that street depends 
the results. 

Clark avenue isthe only thoroughfare east 
and west north of Chouteau avenue and south 
of Market street. It is used daily by an 
immense number of heavy teams, and is 
one of the main channels of suburban 
traffic. In faet it is one of the most important 
streets in the city. It the depot is to be built 
according to the present pians that street will 
certainly be cut off from use between Eigh- 
teenth and Twentieth streets, and then the 
problem arises of how to afford relief and 
save the property interests damaged by 
the withdrawal of the street from use. 
The first remedy to suggest itself was a via- 
duct over the tracks from east to west. This 
has been theroughiy discussed and discarded 
as impracticable. President Burnet of the 
Board and Oity Ceunsellor Bell gave their 
views On the subject to-day. Mr. 
Burnet said, The engineering dif- 
floulties are such as to leave 


but little room for two opinions. Clark av- 
fenue thereis almost flat, so that to get the 
right grade it would be necessary to start 
back a long way east and west. The eleva- 
tion must, atthe very least, be twenty-five 
or twenty-six feet. To get up to that from the 
street level you would wart a grade of about 
four feet in a hundred: Anything short of 
that would be toostcep; that would carry you 
back about six hundred feet each way. 

Then your bridge on Clark avenue would 
have to be bullton the east in such a manner 
as to clear the approach tothe Eighteenth 
street bridge so that you would bave to go 
under one bridge to go over the other. Then 
to the west you encounter another difficulty. 
At Twentieth street, Clark avenue offsets to 
the south a distance equal to the width of the 
street. This would necessitate 
* bend in the brides beside 
the long grade. All of these difficulties could 
be overcome, as they are butaquestion of 
money. A bridge could be built there, but it 
would cost. The actual costof the structure 
itself would be very great, but weuld only be 
a small part of the whole. 

Jo run your approaches and to the proper 
distances would eut off property for about 
four or five biocks, and if the city does that it 
must pay damages. It is safe to say that 
to do this and build tre bridge would 
bring the cost distressingly close te 51, 000, 000. 
The damages caused by the building of the 
bridge would in my opinion, exceed the dam- 
ages ontalled by simply withdrawing Clark 
avenue from service entirely. 

City Coumselior Bell said: The eity would 
be legally responsible fer great damages 
should a bridge be bullt and the loss to the 
city im that direction would be greater than 
the benefits ef a bridge. 

Street Cemmissioner Murphy said: ‘‘I dis- 
like very much to see Clark avenue go, 
but if upon woighing both sides 
of the uestion it aevelopes 
that the acquisition of the depet more than 
compensates the loss of the street why the 
street must go. There must always, of course, 
be some loss entalicd bya thing of this kind 
and itis alittie reugh on some, but for the 
good of the large majority it must be done. 

The city officiais all agree that Clark avenue 
must be sacrificed for the general good and 
all they ask is that the railreads live up to 
their promises and put up the depot expected. 


Werthingten Wiss. 


The Council met last night im regular ses 
sion, and as stated im the PosT- DISPATCH yes- 
terday afternoon, appreved the contract and 
bond of the Worthington company for the 
pumping engines to be built at 
the Chais of Rocks. The contract 
did not go tbrough, however, without 
a wrangle andafixht between the various 
members ofthe Council, and stramge to say 


a very marked difference of opinion was very 
suddenly developed amd each side took a 
strong stand for its position. 

There was a great deal of filibustering and 
talking, Dut the thing üünally went through. 

Mr. Vogel moved to reconsider 
the vote of the previous meeting 
and his motion was substituted by Mr. Cole, 
who moved to reconsider on Mr. Sioan’s mo- 
tion at the meeting previous. Mf. Sloan then 
interrupted proceedings by handing in a re- 

ort from his committee, and thereport was 

eclared in order, so that the contract was 
side-tracked for the moment. After other dus 
iness had been disposed of the Sloan resolution 
turned up as unfinished business. Mr. Cole 
suggested the drawing up of an agreement 
for the contractor to sign, but Ris resolution 
failed. Motion after motion was put to delay 
matters until finally a vote was reached on 
the contract proper. The vote was: Ayes— 
Messrs. Bensiek, Comfort, Meier, Ganahl, 
Metcalf, Neleon, Rohan and Vogel—8. Nays— 
Messrs. Cole, Hoolan, Horton, Sloan and 
Walbridge—5. 

Mr. Comfort voted yes to be able to move a 
reconsideration, but was headed off by 
Mesers. Ganahl and Vogel, Mr. Ganah! mov 
ing to reconsider, and Mr. Vogel moved to 
lay the motion on tbe table, which carried, 
and the contract affair was finally sottied. 

The signature of the Mayor comes next and 
the work of preparing for the erection of the 
pumps begins; at present they are all on pa- 
per and must be built from the ground up en- 
tirely new. This work means a great deal of 
time and it will be several months before any- 
thing is dome in St. Louls toward the actual 


buliding.
